TROOPS NOT MOLESTED 


One Gathering Dispersed and 
Alleged Ringleader 
Arrested 


QUEBEC, April 2.—For the first 
evening Ph ag patina ys 
zens.of..! c witnessed. no..rioting 
tonight, Onte district in  8t, Roch, 
where the battle, occurred last night, 
was surrounded by soldiers, but they 
were not molested. 

The day produced a plentiful crop 
of sensational rumo7s, one of them 
being that the rlotous faction was go- 
ing to try and cut off the electric light 
supply of the city. No such attempt 
was made, 

A amall gathering of young men 
and women was reported at 10 o'clock 
on Saint Claire street, leading from 
Lower Town to Upper Town, This 
was dispersed. by soldiers. 

A young man who has been appa- 
rently a ringleader in the rioting here, 
and who on Saturday night made in- 
sulting remarks about the _ soldiers, 
was arrested in the vicinity of Jacques 
Cartier square and sent to the citadel. 
Reports were received of firing in 
Lower Town, also near Jacques Car- 
tier square, but no signs of rioting 
were found when these sections were 
visited, 

No Court Martial 

As a result of a conference held to- 
day, between Major-General Lessard 
and the provincial authorities here 
the attorney-general instructed Ar- 
thur Lachance, K.C., and Arthur Fitz- 
patrick, K.C., crown prosecutors, to 
act against the parties rounded up by 
the militia last night, and against 
whom a complaint was made by a 
military officer this morning. A, Tach- 
ereau, K.C., appeared for the militia 
department, 

All the accused appeared before 
Judge Langelier, and most of them 
were liberated on. giving thelr word 
that they would appear before Judge 
Langeller in the court of sessions at 
10 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

Bleven of the prisoners were de- 
tained and wili likely be brought be- 
fore the courts for further investi- 
gation. Each party will be tried before 
the civil courts, not by court. martial. 

Many Hit by Snipers 

This morning doctors residing in 
the vicinity of the rioting last night! 
reported to the police 15 cases of 
wounds, They were all people hit on 
the streets by snipers or bullets fired | 
by soldiers in return, It was stated 
by the authorities that probably 4 
number of wounded people were treat- 
ed privately at home as they were not 
anxious to let the military kn that 
they were present at an illegal gath- 
ering and thus run the chance of ar- 
rest.

Final approval wa® given the bill 
amending the Edmonton city charter 
Tuesday morning by the Municipal 
Law Committee of the legislature af- 
ter the exemption limits for the pro-| 
posed income tax has been raised from} 
$500 to $600 in the case of single men 
and from $1000 to $1200 in the case 
of the married. This amendment was 
the result of a compromise. Alexan- 
der Roses, Ca'gary, had moved that! 
the limits be $1,000 and $1500, when 
the Hon. Geo. P. Smith made the mo-| 
tion which was carried on a vote by 
10 to 6. People who pay property tax 
are exempt.

clal situation of the city.

Mr. Boyle replied that the govern- 
ment had acted fairly with every per- 
son conducting a private school, but 
these gentlemen in Stony Plain wanted 
to run the schools in their own way 
and they knew they carried out what- 
ever pledge they had given by doing 
everything humanly possible to defeat 
the government candidate. 

Mr. Lundy, the member for Stony 
Plain, said he understood from the 
people that they did not mind the reg- 
ulations of the department or the lines 
the department wanted the schools 
run under, but they did object to the 
closing of the school. They said the 
chief inspector was quite satisfied, but 
a week afterwards the school was 
closed. That was his information. 

Knew the Law 

Mr. Boyle, remarking that he did 
not think the member would tell them 
very much, said there was no doubt 
about the gentlemen who had been 
the departmental officials knowing the 
law and the policy of the government. 


It had been explained in full to them | 


by the chief inspector and himself. 
But they wanted their own policy and 
when they could not get any support 
from the government they decided to 
throw their influence in the way they 
did. However, as it happened, it was 
the same party that was now insisting 
on the same requirements from private 
schools as was before the election, 

Mr. Hoadley raised the question of 
order that the minister was making 
an insinuation against the member for 
Stony Plain and should withdraw the 
words, 

Mr. Boyle replied that he thought 
he had made himself quite plain, 
Everybody understood the situation 
and he reminded the leader of the op- 
position that the member for Stony 
Plain was a member of the legal pro- 
fession and was quite able to defend 
himself. He had not complained of 
anything that had been said. 

With this the incident ended and

ent rate,

effect that the calls upon the reserves 
established in the big year cof 1916 
have been fo grent that the last sup- 
plies are being fast dissipated, The 
Canadian government ts considering a 
scheme to increase production wiich 
may entall.an expenditure of $20,000,-

scheme entails bonuses on certain pro- 
ductions,

The Edmonton Spring Show is 
a combination of the traditional 
‘*horse show’’ and & general stock 
show. While war conditions do 
not favor the development of the 
enterprise along purely entertain- 
ment lines, they at the same time 


increase and emphasize the import- | 


ance of the stock competitions 
and sales. If citizens at this time 
are not sufficiently flush that a 
horse show could be profitably run 
as an amusement feature, the far- 
mers have more money now than 
they ever had hefore, and are 
more keenly intsrested the 
questions of which are the best 
breeds of animals for meat-produc- 
ing purposes, and of where they 
may secure such animals for the 
increase of their flocks and herds. 
It is a happy combination of the 
horse and stock shows which thus 
adapts the event to the conditions 
of the time and enables it to suc- 
ceed on the basis of real service, 
when it could hardly hope for sne- 
cess if run solely or chiefly for the 
purpose of providing entertain- 
ment. With the world on short 
meat rations the great opportun- 
ity before the Alberta farmer to 
go into stock raising on a larger 
scale takes on something of the 
character of a public duty. Ed- 
monton’s Spring Show helps really 
and largely in that direction, and 
deserves support because of it. 


Bulletin Early Mail Edition. 

Recent changes in the train ser- 
vice between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary so delayed delivery of the 
morning edition of The Bulletin 
by the earliest day train leaving 
Edmonton at 10,50 that it became 
necessary to issue an early edi- 
tion that would catch the mid- 
night train, and be delivered at 
points along the line first thing in 
the morning. Under the new ar- 
rangement, instead of The Morn- 
ing Bulletin being delivered at 
points between Edmonton and 
Red Deer up to noon, and meeting 
the Calgary morning paper at 
Red Deer, the early edition is de- 
livered at all points between Ed- 
monton and Calgary not later than 
seven o'clock in the morning, 
thereby giving service to a num- 
ber of points south of Red Deer 
which were not previously touch- 
ed, 

Although the early mail edition 
is printed several hours earlier 
than the regular morning edition, 
it almost always carries the same

news. This is rendered possible 
by the difference in time. The 
uropean despatches are made up 
to meet the hours of publication 
of the New York papers: New 
York is two hours earlier than Ed- 
monton, as London is five hours 
earlier than New York. The result 
is that the events of the day which 
reach New York in time for pub- 


lication in the morning papers of | 


that city, reach Edmonton two 
hours sooner as time is reckoned, 
and therefore in time for The Bul- 
letin’s early edition, Besides, the 
early edition carries the after- 
noon’s proccedings of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of each day’s ses- 
sion, and the afternoon’s proceed- 
ings of the Parliament at Ottawa, 
together with such local news as 
is of special importance. 
Advantage is taken of the early 
edition to give service on the C.N, 
R, and C.P.R, eastbound trains, 
and the Grand Trunk west-bound, 
which leave at a sufficiently late 
hour to enable the early edition 
to be mailed on them, The early 
Morning Bulletin, carrying the 
news of the previous afternoon is
